Park Road trader Tracy 
Crampton, who runs Tracy’s 
Unisex Hair Salon, said 
business had fallen dramat¬ 
ically since the work started. 

National Grid Gas 
spokesman Jane Taylor said: 
“If they have not received 
them already, traders will 
receive information packs 
giving them information on 
how they can claim compen¬ 
sation for lost trade.”

Street where a cafe will be built. Developer, Commercial Estates Group, wants to create 
an attractive pedestrian route to the Churchill shopping centre and the High Street. Pro¬ 
vision will also be made for a possible Metro stop by the supermarket in the future. 
Richard Burke of Commercial Estates Group said: “We are really pleased to have made 


Big revamp 
for zoo will 
start in 2013 

A LONG-AWAITED revamp of some of 
Dudley Zoo’s most famous buildings, includ¬ 
ing its iconic wave entrance, will get under 
way next year. 

The programme of work for the restora¬ 
tion project, being funded with the help of 
Heritage Lottery cash, has been drawn up. 

The Safari Shop, Kiosk and Bear Ravine 
enclosure are in line for a makeover as part 
of the scheme, which follows the renovation 
of the chairlift. 

The famous Tecton buildings, which date 
back to 1937, were made using pre-stressed 
concrete and architects were able to mould 
it to create attractive enclosures to fit in 
with the surrounding landscape and the 
steepness of the Castle Hill site. 

But time has taken its toll on the struc¬ 
tures and now repairs are needed to help 
the zoo continue to use some of the build¬ 
ings. 

Zoo spokeswoman Jill Hitchman said: 
“Work will start on Safari Shop in Septem¬ 
ber 2013. Once completed, work will begin 
on the entrance, with a completion date of 
Spring 2014 - both of these will be done out 
of the main visitor season. 

The repairs on the Bear Ravine and Kiosk 
will be carried out during the main tourist 
season because they are further away from 
the main visitor attractions. 

The zoo has been granted Heritage Lot¬ 
tery funding of £1.15million for the work.

“Bringing King Street into the develop¬ 
ment proposals is a major piece of the jig¬ 
saw of the investment programme into the 
town centre.

Bosses say the revamp will help to bring 
more people into the town centre and boost 
other regeneration projects. 

Meanwhile two separate schemes have 
been put forward for the site of old office 
block Cavendish House in Trindle Road. 

Cavendish Quarter Properties has 
unveiled proposals to build a supermarket 
on the site, creating 300 jobs. 

While developer Avenbury wants to build 
a supermarket, a restaurant and other 
leisure facilities on the largely derelict 
Porters Field site, which includes 
Cavendish House. 

The office block has been standing empty 
for four years and residents have long- 
called for it to be knocked down for some 
time, labelling it an “eyesore”. 

Many of the windows are boarded up or 
broken and it has become a target for van¬ 
dals.

A £2.1 MILLION arts centre 
created at a former glass 
factory in Dudley has 
opened after nearly a year 
of extensive restoration and 
refurbishment. 

The Glasshouse Arts Centre, in 
Wollaston Road, Amblecote, was 
officially opened last week. 

It has been created at the Lower 
Glasshouse building, which once 
formed part of the Webb Corbett 
glass factory and later Royal Doul- 
ton. 

The centre has an auditorium for 
400 people, a studio theatre for 70 
and two commercial workshops. 

It also incorporates the Webb Cor¬ 
bett Visitor Centre, which tells the 
story of the area’s glass heritage 
through displays and interactive 


screens. Old machinery used in the 
glassmaking process is also on dis¬ 
play and visitors can learn more 
about the history of the site. 

It shares the same site as the 
Ruskin Glass Centre and has been 
funded by the Heritage Lottery 
Fund, which provided £1.85m and 
£250,000 came from Arts Council 
England. 

Cultural 

The centre is designed to be an 
artistic and cultural hub for the 
community and will be used for the¬ 
atre performances, conferencing and 
hospitality events. 

Local groups will be able to use 
the site for shows or events while at 
the same time providing training for 
the future generation of glassmak- 
ers. 

The opening event, held in the 


Lehr Theatre, started with an intro¬ 
duction by Aonghus Gordon, 
founder of the Ruskin Mill Trust. 

Councillor David Sparks, as well 
as Sarah Bond, of Arts Council Eng¬ 
land, and Susan Vaile of the Her¬ 
itage Lottery Fund, were at the 
opening of the new centre on August 
23.Visitors were then taken on a 
tour. 

It is the second phase of develop¬ 
ment on the site following a £1.4 
million refurbishment of the Ruskin 
Glass Centre at the end of 2010. 

The Ruskin Centre now houses 18 
businesses providing jobs for more 
than 30 people and is host to com¬ 
munity, business and cultural activ¬ 
ities. 

The opening was timed to coincide 
with the launch of the International 
Festival of Glass. There has been no 


time wasted in using the centre as it 
is hosting this year’s British Glass 
Biennale, an exhibition of glass 
pieces which will be the centrepiece 
of the festival. 

The site was bought by the 
Ruskin Mill Trust in 2000 with the 
objective of keeping the tradition of 
glass trade in the area alive. 

Commercial 

Glasshouse College principle Ollie 
Cheney said: “This kind of develop¬ 
ment allows improved awareness of 
the history and heritage of the area. 

“It also creates more workspace 
for commercial activity and supports 
essential opportunities for the stu¬ 
dents of Glasshouse College. 

“I believe the development will 
ensure the continued regeneration 
of arts, culture and commerce at the 
site.” 


Housing 
plans for 
former 
station 

A FORMER ambulance base 
in Stourbridge which closed 
earlier this year could be 
demolished to make way for 
housing. 

Horgan Homes and Devel¬ 
opments Ltd wants to knock 
down the redundant build¬ 
ing in Margaret Drive, 
Oldswinford and build four, 
three-bedroom, detached 
houses. The station was put 
on the market for £150,000 
earlier this year as part of a 
shake-up of services across 
the Black Country. 

Other stations in Hale¬ 
sowen, Oldbury, Wombourne 
and Cradley Heath are also 
being sold off. 

Proposals for the housing 
scheme in Stourbridge have 
been lodged with Dudley 
Council. 

In a design and access 
statement, submitted with 
the plans, agent James 
Stafford says the scheme 
includes a private access 
road, garages and parking 
spaces for the homes. 

This proposal will be sus¬ 
tainable by developing a 
redundant site and provid¬ 
ing homes for four families,” 
he said. 

The statement adds: “The 
proposal will generate fewer 
traffic movements than the 
ambulance station and allow 
adequate parking spaces.” 

Help group

A GROUP that helps people 
with learning disabilities 
develop new skills has been 
given a council award. 

The Green Team is a 
small business based at Dud¬ 
ley Canal Trust in Pear Tree 
Lane and was set up in 
March 2011 to provide sup¬ 
port services for people with 
learning disabilities.

It helps get 
people involved in gym ses¬ 
sions, swimming and gives 
advice on healthy eating.

Councils use big brother tactics on crimes 


SURVEILLANCE powers were used by 
councils in the region to catch out fraud¬ 
sters and fly-tippers almost 600 times 
over the past four years, with Dudley 
Council being among the smallest users, 
claim new figures. 

Local authorities set up spying opera¬ 
tions to catch dodgy dealers and people 
who do not clean up after their dogs. 

Figures released under the Freedom of 
Information Act reveal the use by coun¬ 
cils of the Regulatory Investigatory 
Powers Act (RIPA), which was set up 
under anti-terrorism measures. 


But some campaigners have fears over 
the use of the law. 

Big Brother Watch has called for a 
clampdown on its use, saying that the 
powers can be open to abuse. 

Walsall Council was the biggest user of 
the act in the Black Country and the fifth 
largest user in the whole country, having 
carried out 202 operations under RIPA 
since 2008. 

It mainly used it to watch people cheat¬ 
ing with their housing benefit claims, fly- 
tipping, anti-social behaviour and trading 
standards operations. 


But the figure also included nine cases 
of “staff working privately while absent 
on sick leave and insurance claims from 
injured parties”. 

Dudley Council only invoked the act 18 
times, 14 of them in 2008/9. Most were for 
catching people selling alcohol to chil¬ 
dren. 

Sand well Council used it 179 times, all 
for trading standards, environmental 
health and allegations of supply of drugs 
following public concerns. 

Wolverhampton City Council had 168 
operations including rogue traders, 


benefit fraudsters, noise nuisances and 
shadow car dealers. It had one instance of 
watching a “dog fouling hotspot”. 

Cannock Chase used it 14 times for fly 
tipping, dumping and a case of dog 
fouling. 

In Stafford it was used nine times and 
South Staffordshire Council used the act 
four times against fly-tippers. 

Lichfield District Council carried out 
three operations to watch fly-tipping in 
2008/9, and Wyre Forest District Council 
has twice watched suspected benefit 
fraudsters. 


Pub aiming to be brewing 
beer again after 150 years 


BREWING could return to a Dudley pub after 
more than 150 years if new plans are given the 
green light. 

The Fownes Brewing Company wants permission to 
turn outbuildings at the Jolly Crispin pub in Clarence 
Street, Upper Gornal, into a brewery. 

Plans have already been submitted to Dudley Council 
and, if approval is given, bosses from the brewing 
company hope the new site H by |_ e e Watton 

will be up and running and ™ 
producing local ales by the 


end of October. 

Eight casks of ale would 
be produced every week to 
start with but Fownes has 
plans to expand rapidly 
once production has 
started. 

It is hoped the brewery 
will be sending out up to 
1,500 pints a week by the 
end of 2013. 

Fownes brewery was 
launched by brothers Tom 
and James Fownes, both of 
Sedgley. 

Festivals 

It will be run as a sepa¬ 
rate business to the pub 
but will supply it along 
with providing beer festi¬ 
vals with ale. 

The brewery also aims to 
supply cask beer for 
parties and events. 

Bottle conditioned ale 
will also be available from 
the dwarf brewery once 
production starts. 

Bosses at the brewing 
company have already 


built most of the equip¬ 
ment which will be used 
for the brewing which they 
hope will keep start-up 
costs low. 

Officials at the pub have 
supported the develop¬ 
ment and said it would be a 
boost to have on-site facili¬ 
ties after so many years. 

The facility is called a 
dwarf brewery due to its 
small size. 

Fownes was launched in 
May and supplied its first 
cask of Frost Hammer ale 
to the Jolly Crispin in July. 

Tom, aged 28, of Wolver¬ 
hampton Road East, who 
is the main brewer, said: 
“We are very excited by 
this prospect.” 

James, 32, who lives on 
The Ridgeway, added: 
“This will be a family 
venture.” The last time the 
pub served its own ale was 
in the 19th century when it 
also provided accommoda¬ 
tion.

£1m loan fund set up to help firms 


A £1 MILLION loan fund has been 
launched for businesses to help 
them expand and create new jobs. 

Local firms can apply for loans of 
between £10,000 and £50,000 from 
Dudley Council. 

They are available for the next 
two years to companies with up to 
250 employees and a turnover no 
higher than £5m. 

Repayment periods of one to five 
years can be agreed. Figures show

Soldier's will comes home after 70 years

A SOLDIER’S will has finally been 
reunited with his family in the Black 
Country - nearly 70 years after he 
died. 

The document has found its way to 
its rightful owners thanks to a nine- 
month search by staff at a bus 
company, who found it languishing, 
covered in dust on top of the lost prop¬ 
erty shelves at a Birmingham garage. 

The will was made by Private 
Gordon Heaton, of Handsworth, 
Birmingham, and was found accom¬ 
panied by a letter dated November 9 
1944 to his family, informing them of 


his death in battle on August 27 of the 
same year, at the age of only 21. 

Now his great-nephew, David Hall, 
aged 51, of Halesowen, has come 
forward to collect it on behalf of the 
family, including Private Heaton’s 
brother, John, who is now aged 80 and 
lives in Handsworth. 

National Express staff were taken 
by surprise when they spotted a War 
Office envelope from 1944 as they 
cleared out the lost property office at 
Acocks Green bus garage ready for a 
refurbishment. They made a public 
appeal to try to find the family - but it 


was only when Mr Hall started 
research into his family history 
recently that he heard about the find 
via the internet. 

Mr Hall, a retired production 
supervisor for a fork lift truck manu¬ 
facturer, said: “It means a lot to me to 
have this document. I have only just 
started to look into my family history 
and to find something this interesting 
which has been out of our hands for 
several decades is incredible. 

“I am delighted to be able to take 
rightful ownership of this on behalf of 
my family, most importantly my great 


uncle John - Gordon’s brother.” 

Private Heaton is buried in Vernon- 
net Cemetery in Normandy France 
alongside 15 other members of the 
Worcestershire Regiment. 

In his will, he left his belongings to 
his mother, Florence Heaton. 

Christine McDaid, administration 
controller for National Express West 
Midlands said the company gets thou¬ 
sands of items handed into lost prop¬ 
erty every week. “This is an 
incredible part of family history,” she 
added.

Thief caught 
with a skip 
full of scrap 

A THIEF who loaded a skip containing 
£1,700 of scrap metal on to a lorry after using 
the vehicle to ram through gates at a Dudley 
firm has been jailed for 16 weeks. 

Philip Dicken, aged 49, was caught by 
police just 20 yards from Dudley Safes Ltd, 
Lower Gornal, after struggling to get away 
with the haul at around 8.30pm on July 11. 

Dudley Magistrates Court heard Dicken 
decided to steal it after drinking strong cider 
and taking cocaine. 

The court heard he had reversed through 
the gates of the firm in Deepdale Lane, 
before loading the skip. Miss Lynda 
Gudgeon, prosecuting, told the court the site 
was monitored by CCTV and security staff 
had called the police. 

“He was arrested for the theft and officers 
noticed he smelled of alcohol and his eyes 
were glazed,” she said. After his arrest tests 
had shown he had 123 milligrams of alcohol 
in 100 millilitres of urine. The legal limit is 
107 milligrams. He was also found to have 
been driving while disqualified and the 
damage to the gates was valued at £500. 

Dicken, of Johnson Street, Bilston, 
pleaded guilty to theft, criminal damage, 
driving while disqualified and using a vehicle 
without a test certificate and driving while 
over the legal alcohol limit. The court was 
told the scrap had been recovered. 

Mrs Dawn Foxall, defending, said her 
client had accepted he would be going to 
prison. “He got himself into this situation 
when he was not in a condition to make sen¬ 
sible decisions.” Dicken was also banned 
from driving for two years.

Help will be offered to 
700 'troubled families' 


MORE than 700 “troubled fami¬ 
lies” in Dudley will be offered help 
as part of a government scheme 
aimed at tackling problems which 
are often passed from generation 
to generation. 

Funding will be provided in a bid to 
encourage more children to return to school 
and get more adults back into work. The 
programme also aims to reduce anti-social 
behaviour problems. 

Council chiefs will be looking to cut crime 
and tackle issues such as domestic abuse, 
teenage pregnancies and social care inter¬ 
ventions. 

Dudley Council will receive £4,000 per 
family as part of the three-year scheme. It 
will be given £665,600 initially in 2012/13 as 
well as £100,000 funds to employ a co-ordi- 
nator to run the programme. It is hoped the 
cash will help to turn around the lives of 740 
families with 250 set to benefit during the 
first year. 

The council will be targeting families who 
have no working adult in the household; 
have children who are failing to regularly 
attend school and have family members 
involved in crime or anti-social behaviour. 

Councillor Tim Crumpton, said: “Dudley 
is already building on, and increasing capac¬ 
ity within its existing family intervention 
programme. 

“This involves an individual worker being 
assigned to a family to co-ordinate and 
provide the support the family requires.” 

It is estimated “troubled families” cost 
the public purse around £9 million every 
year.

Ross Workman, headteacher at 
Oldswinford Primary School, flew to 
Dar es Salaam and then took a 
three-hour bus journey to Morogoro 
to spend 10 days there. 

He said:“I’ve done something 
similar in previous schools and 
forming a partnership like this can 
bring a lot of value. Part of the 


project is showing our children that 
there is as much the same as there is 
different between the two schools.” 
During the visit, he worked with 
teachers and school leaders in 
Kihonda Maghorofani Primary, 
sharing experiences and making 
suggestions for developing teaching 
techniques.

DUDLEY Council has paid out the 
lion’s share of almost £2million 
spent on mobile phones for the 
region’s authorities during the 
past two years, new figures show. 

Around 11,000 handsets are available for 
use by staff at authorities in the region. 

A total of £1,918,760 was paid out 
between April 2010 and March 2012 which 
includes the cost of buying phones, line 
rental and calls. 

Council bosses say the phones are used 
only by staff who need them for their work 
and the costs are regularly reviewed to keep 
them low. 

Dudley Council paid out the most with a 
bill of £727,078 for its 3,047 phones. 

Sandwell Council, which provides 2,453 
phones, spent £542,425 during the two year 
period. 

The authority’s ICT strategy and client 
manager Andy Nicholls said: “Mobile 
phones are given to staff who need to use 
them as part of their jobs, and we constantly 
review contracts to ensure that prices as 
kept as low as possible. 

“In 2011/12 there were 2,453 phones 
available for staff use, however we are cur¬ 
rently in the final stages of a project to 
reduce this number and hence make consid¬ 
erable savings.” 

The bill in Wolverhampton was £378,000 
excluding VAT and the council had 1,749 
phones. 

Some of the money was spent on USB 
dongles for laptops. 

In Walsall a total of £163,010 was spent on 
mobile phones for council staff during the 
two years. The authority had 1,503 handsets 
on its books. The figures were released by 
the local authorities under the Freedom of 
Information Act.

THE WAY I SEE IT 

Security review is needed 
because of quarry tragedy 


Dudley South

I HAVE called for a 
quarry security 
review after the death 
of a teenager. 

Augusto Zacarias, aged 
15, was found dead in a pool 
known as Blue Lagoon in 
Lower Gornal close to the 
border with Kingswinford in 
my constituency. 

The pool is a former 
quarry pit and a popular 
swimming spot for young 
people during summer holi¬ 
days. 

Augusto died on 25 July 
after he entered the water 
but did not surface. A search 
and rescue operation involv¬ 
ing police divers recovered 
his body seven hours later in 
what was a truly tragic case. 

Children don’t necessarily 
realise the danger of what 
looks like an enticing place 
to swim during warm 
weather. 

I will be writing to the 
quarry’s owner and Dudley 
MBC to ask for a review of 
security. The owners need to 
repair fences and order 
mobile patrols during the 
school holidays to prevent 
this from ever happening 
again.

November, I am urging bor¬ 
ough residents to apply for a 
postal vote if they feel they 
would benefit from the con¬ 
venience of voting by post.

Over the summer the 
Eurozone crisis has stag¬ 
gered on.

The alternatives to 
action that creates a more 
coherent Eurozone are 
either a perpetual stagna¬ 
tion from a Eurozone crisis 
that is never resolved, or a 
break up caused by a fail¬ 
ure to address underlying 
economic fundamentals 
that would have financial 
consequences that would 
badly damage the world 
economy, including Britain.

Pick of the Week 


Hoping to keep the 
feel good factor going 


W e’re a sturdy old nation if 
nothing else. For those of 
us who sat through the 
nail-biting Olympic Games - from 
the opening ceremony through the 
emotional wins and near-wins of 
Team GB, to that surprise-laden 
closing ceremony, we have certainly 
done ourselves proud. 

The eyes of the world have been 
on us since we celebrated the 
Queen’s Jubilee back in June, and 
we haven’t once crumbled - but the 
pressure is far from off, as the next 
stint of the Games is officially 
declared open in London 2012 
Paralympic Games Opening 
Ceremony. 

Due to the success of the 
Olympics, ticket sales for the 
Paralympics have soared and, at 
the time of writing, the surge had 
meant it was on track be the first to 
sell out in the event’s 52-year 
history. London 2012-fever is as rife 
as ever, something that former 
Paralympic swimmer Rachael 
Latham is intensely proud of. 

She said: “When we won the bid, 
and everybody was saying how the 


Paralympics will be so much bigger, 
I always wondered how they were 
going to make sure it was on par 
with the Olympics. And the best 
thing is that I don’t think they’ve 
needed to do that much [to promote 
it] - people simply want it to be [a 
big hit]. Everyone is excited for the 
Paralympics, which I don’t think 
we’ve ever had before. It definitely 
wasn’t like that when I was racing in 
Beijing. I think it’s going to be a new 
era for the Paralympics.” 

Rachael is the current European 
record holder for 200m butterfly, 
world record holder for 50m 
butterfly and 200m backstroke 
British record holder. She took part 
in two finals in the Beijing 
Paralympics, but an injury meant 
she had to retire from competitive 
swimming in 2009, and couldn’t be 
involved in London 2012 - at least 
not in the way she had previously 
known. However, she is on 
presenting duties and will be 
covering all the action down on the 
front line for Channel 4 - and that’s 
the next best thing, according to 
Rachael. 


She explains: “There was no way I 
wasn’t going to get involved in 
London 2012. When I couldn’t 
go with swimming, I just had to 
find a new way to be able to get 
there. 

“Obviously I’m an athlete at heart 
and I always will be but I couldn’t 
have asked for anything more than 
to be part of the media. Channel 4 
is going to do a great job and I’m 
so excited.” 

But let’s not get ahead of ourselves 
- as the opening ceremony gets 
underway, Channel 4 stalwarts Jon 
Snow and Krishnan Guru-Murthy 
present from what promises to be a 
phenomenal start to the occasion; 
especially given that the 
Paralympics originated in the UK in 
1948. 

We can expect a spectacle 
that challenges perceptions of 
human possibility, including a fly 
past by Aerobility, a British charity 
that trains disabled people to 
become pilots, a parade of all the 
competing nations, and, of course, 
the official entrance of the 
Paralympic Flame.

It has a membership of 19 
diverse clubs ranging from top 
Birmingham League sides to 
village outfits.

The group disseminates infor¬ 
mation not only from the county 
but also from neighbouring coun¬ 
ties, the ECB, local authorities and 
sports development partnerships. 

In addition to running 11,12,13 
and 15 age groups at district level 
the CDG have taken on the organ¬ 
ising of an under-15 six-a-side 
indoor league throughout the 
winter and a hugely successful 


under-nines competition. It runs 
on a round robin basis at all clubs 
throughout the season and culmi¬ 
nates in finals day competitions all 
taking place at different venues on 
the same day. 

The group have brought Dudley 
Building Society and Mercian 
Trust on board as sponsors for the 
tournaments and built partner¬ 
ships with them and the local 
authority, who assist with funding 
the under-15s and also give free 
child protection courses.
